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Complications Of Education

Th e Signs Of 
Advance 


One cannot blame Nebraska educators 
for th e air of optimism th at seemed to sur­ 
round th eir deliberations on th e tax ques­ 
tion. .After all, it is inconceivable th at th is 
state would fail to m eet th e most important 
of all responsibilities th at It h as. Th ere can 
be discussion of h igh ways, of parks, of in­ 
dustrial expansion, of research and of any 
num ^ r of oth er th ings but none of th em is 
as vital to th e future of our state and na­ 
tion as th e education of our ch ildren. 
In Nebraska we h ave seen enrollments 
steadily on th e increase and th e competi­ 
tion in th e field of edu­ 
cation steadily expand­ 
ed. We h ave seen th e 
ch aracter of education 
ch ange 
tremendously 
from wh at it was wh en most of us were in 
a classroom. Not 
o n l y h as education 
ch anged, but it h as accelerated to th e point 
wh ere it now runs in many areas from one 
to th ree years ah ead of wh at it used to be 
20 years ago. Th us, ch ildren today are like­ 
ly to be near th e same place in term s of 
learning wh en in th eir junior year of h igh 
sch ool th at you were in your fresh man year 
of college. 
It is a little h ard for some people to un­ 
derstand th at education ch anges so. After 
all, two and two are th e same four today 
tha t th ey were 20 years ago and th e rules 
of English remain th e same from one gen­ 
eration to th e next. Th is is true but it Is 
only a part of th e story. 
With improved teach ing meth ods, t h e 
ch ild today comes to a quicker and better 
understanding of all subjects th an was th e 
case with h is parents. Also, th e ch ild today 
must far surpass h is parents in learning if 
h e is to make a contribution even equal to 
th at of h is parents. If h e is to be a con­ 
structive part of th e world in wh ich h e 
lives, h e Is going to h ave to know more and 
apply it better th an did h is parents. 


Strangely, many parents do not fully 
realize th at such ch anges h ave taken place. 
Th ey are aware th at th e education th ey re­ 
ceived was better th an th at wh ich satisfied 
th eir parents but th ey seem to forget th at 
th e process of improvement and expansion 
is a never-ending one. Ch ildren today will, 
in th eir adult years, be wrestling with much 
th e same kind of problems in education 
th at face th e taxpayers of today. T h e s e 
ch ildren, wh en th ey m ature, will find th at 
wh at was sufficient for th em is not suffi­ 
cient for th eir offspring. Th ey will find th at 
th ey are called upon to make sacrifices so 
th at th e opportunities th ey h ad can, in one 


form or anoth er, be given to th e coming 
generation. 
No generation of people can ever live 
for th emselves alone. Each generation as it 
comes along must build a foundation on 
wh ich th e future population of th e nation 
and world can live. If th is were not done, 
we would come to a standstill and th e kind 
of life we all enjoy and want today would 
be a th ing of th e past. We h ave reach ed th e 
place we h ave in th e world today because 
each generation of people h as worked to 
make th ings better for th ose to follow. We 
sort of revere th e pioneers, but th eirs was 
a way of life th ey wanted to improve upon 
for th eir ch ildren. Th ey h ad a h ard life and 
wh ile th ey h ad a multitude of admirable 
ch aracteristics, th ey lived as none today 
would care to do. 


Educators being in th e business th ey 
are, realize th e truth of th e c h a n g e s 
th at are taking place in th e world and th e 
awful consequences of any refusal to deal 
with th ese ch anges. Th us, wh en th ey speak 
of possibilities of ch anging th e tax base to 
improve th e financial situation of educa­ 
tion, th ey know th at th ere can be no oth er 
answer. 
If th ey are optimistic, it is because 
th ey know th at th e alternative is ch aos. 
Th us, th e Nebraska State Education Asso­ 
ciation is looking with favor upon th e pos­ 
sibility of a petition movement to place on 
th e ballot a proposed ch ange in th e Nebras­ 
ka constitution. 
As usual, th e fly in th e tax ointment is 
th e Duis .Amendment wh ich states th at Ne­ 
braska, if it enters th e 
sales or income t a x 
field or both , must get 
out of th e property tax 
field. Th is h as been a 
constitutional stumbling block to any ex­ 
pansion of th e tax base and th e loosening 
of financial strings. It h as also spread th e 
mistaken notion th at taxes can be ch anged 
in th eir source but not in th eir total amount. 
Th e educators are talking of ch anging th is 
amendment so th at th e state could levy a 
sales and-or income tax with th e proceeds 
going entirely to local sch ool districts. 
Th us, th e state would be left in th e 
property tax field for its own revenue but 
th e property tax would be eased at th e lo­ 
cal level th rough income from th e state’s 
sales and income tax. It is too complicated 
a th ing to be th e perfect solution but with 
th e .Nebraska tax situation wh at it is, it is 
doubtful th at any simple approach would 
suffice.

Where The Buck Ends 
Well known is th e motto th at graced 
th e desk of former President Harry S. Tru­ 
man, “Th e Buck Ends H ere.” Th e former 
President is also known for h is saying th at 
“ if you can’t stand th e h eat, stay out of th e 
kitch en.” Mr. Truman was a lot of differ­ 
ent th ings to different people but h e did be­ 
lieve in responsibility. 
.And it is responsibility th at any gov­ 
ernm ent at any level is constantly called 
upon to e.xercise. In th e exercise th ereof, 
not all interests are going to be satisfied 
but th is is a part of th e price paid for h old­ 
ing public office. It is w’h at th e office h old­ 
er asks for wh en h e seeks election and 
wh at h e realizes as th e ultimate ch allenge 
and, h ence, th e ultimate personal satisfac­ 
tion of h is job. 
It would seem, if publish ed reports are 


to be relied upon, th at th e - responsibility 
h as not been assumed as it sh ould be in th e 
m atter of city jurisdiction over unsigh tly, 
unsafe and unsanitary conditions th rough ­ 
out th e municipality. Both city h ealth and 
building officials speak of a lack of ade­ 
quate law to deal with dilapidated and de­ 
teriorated structures and unsafe and unsan­ 
itary conditions. 
However, th e city’s legal department 
appears to feel th at th e law is adequate. 
We are inclined to side with th e legal de­ 
partm ent in th e belief th at th e real prob­ 
lem is lack of direction, lack of purpose 
and lack of sufficient personnel in adminis­ 
trative agencies responsible for conditions 
of ph ysical decay of th e city. If Lincoln is 
to rid itself of th at wh ich it sh ould, th e 
mayor is going to h ave to provide th e in­ 
centive to get th e ball rolling. 
A Wise Act 


President Lyndon B. Joh nson h as wise­ 
ly removed h imself from th e role of |>olicy 
m aker for th e nation’s oil and gas econ­ 
omy. 


Monday h e returned to th e practice of 
th e Franklin D. Roosevelt era and made 
th e Department of Interior th e arbiter of 
oil. 
In taking th e step th e President cleared 
h imself of all relationsh ips fitting th e con­ 
flict of interest pattern. .At th e same time 
h e again demonstrated th at h e is a nation­ 
al man rath er th an a Texas man. 
During many years of h is public career 
h e was a Texas representative and as 
such h e owed it to h is constituency to fur­ 
th er its legitimate aims.

But th ere 
were a few facts th at sa id o th e rw is e 
Th ere was a day wh en banks lived well 
with out service fees. But th at was a time 
wh en inost people did not write ch ecks. 
Th ey dia th eir own bookkeeping and took 
care of trarsactions with cash . Th ey con­ 
sidered banks were for businessmen and 
th e wealth y. It is also true th at in th ose 
days money was scarce and th e national 
economy was self limiting. If we went back 
to th ose days today th e national economy 
would collapse as spectacularly as did th e 
Tulsa bank. 
Th ere is food for th ough t in it. Th ere 
are lots of wistful people wh o would turn 
th e clock back in many ways. Th ey would 
eliminate income tax, with draw from th e 
world, and make no social adjustments. 
But wc are too tar committed in fact, 
th ough perh aps not by law, to indulge in 
any unrealistic experiments.

Two Street Situations 
Lincoln, Neb. 
I notice th at our Lincoln 
City Council last Monday de­ 
cided to plat South Street to 
a 26-foot residential width be­ 
tween 7 0th and 8 4th , and also 
to curve it in order to pre­ 
vent any possible develop­ 
ment as an arterial street 
th rough a residential area. 
It didn’t both er th em to 
pass an arterial width for R 
Street in a residential area. 
Th e city planning director 
and traffic engineer 
b o t h 
recommended 
an 
“ off-set” 
alignment and a residential 
width for th is street from 
48 th 
to 
56th , 
but w e r e 
ignored. From 54th to 56th , 
th e h omes are already built, 
th e 26-foot street paved, th e 
sod down, trees planted and 
mailboxes in. Now th ey plan 
on cutting nine feet off our 
front yards and leaving us 
with a couple of feet between 
our sidewalks and th e street. 
Not enough room to allow' 
our ch ildren to play safely 
on th e front sidewalk. W h y 
aren’t th e righ ts of th e h ome­ 
owners on R Street as im­ 
portant as th ose wh o will be 
building on South Street? 
Just a note to th ose wh o 
argue th at “ a wide street is 
a safe street.” I agree. BUT 
only if th e street remains 
residential. Th e parties wh o 
h ave agreed to pay for P av­ 
ing District 
1901 
h ave al­ 
ready stated th ey will ask for 
commercial zoning. .And

don’t believe anyone can say 
a wide commercial street is 
a safe street for ch ildren. 
I just fail to see th e logic 
in curving South Street and 
keeping it 26 feet, wh en it is 
a major street to th e east, 
does now and will continue 
to carry h eavy traffic.

They let y ou quit after 20 
y ears on about half pay . 
This has great appeal to a 
y oungster. But when my 20 
y ears were up I realized I 
had nothing to retire to. So

more. 


“ This gav e me time to 
scare up a new trade. Not­ 
ing all the picture-taking 
that went on in the parks I 
picked 
photography 
a n d 
spent my spare time learn­ 
ing ev ery thing I could about 
cameras and equipment. 


“ It’s funny how things de­ 
v elop if y ou’v e got a plan. 
Darned if I didn’t meet the 
o w n e r of a photography 
shop who said I could come 
into his place when I was 
off duty and practice photo 
finishing and get acquainted 


with merchandising. We hit 
it off so well that he inv ited 
me to become his partner 
when I retired. 


“ I left the Mounties when 
I was 5 0 and it was mighty 
satisfy ing to know I had a 
new job waiting. I’v e been 
in 
photography 
17 
y ears 
n ow . We’v e o p e n e d a 
branch store and things are 
going fine.” 


What about Canada’s old 
age pension plan? “ It pay s 
$7 5 a month to ev ery one 
past 7 0—rich and poor. It’s 
a good plan, but lots of peo­ 
ple feel the age should be 
lowered. Most big firms re­ 
tire folks at 6 5 , and it’s not 
right that they should wait 
fiv e y ears before collect­ 
ing.” 
Do most Canadians ap­ 
prov e of ev ery one getting 
identical pensions from the 
gov ernment? “ 1 think so. I 


understand y our Social Se­ 
curity pension in the States 
are 
based 
on 
how 
long 
y ou’v e worked and h ow 
much y ou’v e earned. 


“ But that’s too complicat­ 
ed and takes too much rec­ 
ord keeping. We think it’s 
simpler and more demo­ 
cratic to giv e ev ery one the 
same amount.” 


What about their hospital 
plan? “ E v e r y Canadian 
prov ince has its o^m sy s­ 
tem. Ours here in British 
Columbia is pretty good. 
It’s financed by a fiv e per 
cent sales tax and giv es 
ev ery one necessary hospi­ 
talization at just one dollar 
a day . 
“ I had an operation last 
y ear and was In 26 day s. 
My hospital bill was just 
$26 . All I had to pay was 
the surgeon’s fee. And he 
was a good fellow—charged 


me just half his regular fee 
because I was past 6 5 .”
